An  early 
spring-flowering  type,  with  pretty  moss-like 
evergreen  foliage,  which,  during  the  flower¬ 
ing  season,  is  hidden  under  the  masses  of 
bloom.

Orange  -  yellow  flowers  with 
black  centers.  July  to  October.  18  inches. 

Purpurea.  Large  purplish  flowers  with  large 
cone-shaped  brown  center.  July  to  October.

Subtomentosa.  Pyramidal  plant  with  lemon- 
yellow  flowers  and  dark  centers.  2]/2  ft.  high. 

*Saponaria  Ocymoides  Splendens.  Masses  of 
attractive  small  bright  rose  flowers  from 
May  to  August.  6  inches. 

Scabiosa  Caucasia  (Blue  Bonnet).  Blooms 
of  soft  lavender  from  June  until  September. 
18  to  24  inches. 

*Sedum  (Stonecrop) 

Acre.  Looks  like  gold-dust  on  our  old  walls 
and  roofs. 

Aizoon.  Yellow.  12  inches. 

Roseum.  Flowers  rose,  spreading  habit. 

Spectablile.  Large  heads  of  rosy  -  pink 
flowers.  September.  12  inches. 

Spectabile  “Brilliant.”  Broad  light  green 
foliage  with  immense  heads  of  bright  amar¬ 
anth-red  flowers.  Late  fall.  12  inches. 

*Saxifraga  Megastea  Cordifolia.  Light  pink 
flowers  with  masses  of  handsome,  broad, 
deep  green  foliage,  which  alone  renders 
them  useful.

Large  white  flowers  blooming 
in  July  and  August.  2  feet. 

Artie  Daisy.  An  attractive  fall  -  flowering 
perennial  with  pure  white  flowers.  Septem¬ 
ber  and  October.

Sidalcea.  Rose  Queen.  Erect  growing  plant 
producing  pretty  mellow-like  flowers  about 
an  inch  in  diameter;  bright  rose.  June  and 
July.

*Silene  Maritima  (Catchfly).  Pretty  indi¬ 
genous  plant  with  white  flowers.  4  to  6  in. 

Spirea  Filipendula  fl.  pi.  Numerous  corymbs 
of  double  white  flowers  on  stems  15  inches 
high.

Palmata  Elegans.  One  of  the  most  useful 
hardy  plants,  with  dark  green  foliage  and 
purple-red  stems  and  silvery-pink  flowers.
